Proxmire rejected the De- 


fense Department's reply. "The 
wide open and notorious black 
market in stolen American 
goods in Vietnam gives the Pen- 
tagon explanation of the $21 mil- 
lion loss a very hollow ring in- 
deed," he said. 


The Wisconsin senator said he 


and Sen, Joseph M, Montoya, 
D-N.M., have asked the General 
Accounting Office to conduct an 
investigation of the Defense De- 
partment's system to procure, 
distribute and account for oil 
products in South Vietnam.

A—Since my Encyclopedia 


of Medical Syndromes does 
not list Hortel's, I must as- 
sume you mean Horton's. 
This is also known as his- 
tamine headache, a severe 
type that usually occurs at 
night and wakens the victim 
from a sound sleep. 
It is 


caused by an excess of his- 
tamine in the blood but the 
underlying 
cause 
is 
not 


known. It lasts 15 to 45 min- 
utes, then disappears. It may 
occur every night or at ir- 
regular intervals. Cafergot 
tablets will relieve an at- 
tack but desensilization to 
histamine gives more last- 
ing results.

In persons who are past 50, 
the noises may be caused by 
hardening of the arteries in 
the auditory nerve or the 
hearing center of the brain. 
But in persons of any age, 
such drugs as quinine, caf- 
feine, aspirin, arid streptomy- 
cin may be the cause. Ex"- 
cessive 
smoking, anemia, 


Meniere's disease and work- 
ing in very noisy surround- 
ings are other causes. If 
yours is due to a cause that 
can be eliminated, this should 
be done. Otherwise, you will 
have to learn to live with it. 
A mild tranquilizer some- 
times helps.

Even if you could trust Ho Chi 
Minh—who could trust Russia, 
with her background of land 
seizure and tank-supported gov- 
ernment in Poland, East Ger- 
many, and Czechoslovakia?

tions for individuals by $2.5 bil- 
lion a year and slice the tax in- 
creases for corporations by $1.4 
billion. 


Overall, the proposal would 


bring in $1,07 billion a year 
more than the tax bill approved 
overwhelmingly by the House 
on Aug. 7, The House bill would 
cost $2.4 billion a year by 1972, a 
figure Kennedy said he wanted 
tocutto$1.3billlon.

symbol, a father figure, a per- 
sonality who cannot be re- 
placed, 


It was in the name of "Uncle 


Ho" that appeals went from Ha- 
noi to the North Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong exhorting them 
to pursue protracted war to the 
finish, even if it should take 20 
years. It was in Ho's name that 
slogans were fashioned for the 
unification of Vietnam. It was 
Ho whose name a dozen years 
ago was considered so powerful 
that it, alone, was believed ca- 
pable of swinging a popular vote 
in any election. That may have 
changed under Communist rule 
in the North, but the name re- 
mained potent medicine among 
many In the South. 


Thus it was the name of Ho, 


rather than the office of the 
presidency, which carried the 
authority 
with 
the 
Laodong 


(Communist) party in the North 
and with the guerrillas in the 
South. The question of a succes- 
sor as president is thus of im- 
portance mostly in what it may 
reveal about the present power 
structure.

Ho frequently was believed to 


have been the arbiter of Ultra- 
party disputes and the last word 
in settlement of such disputes 
among members of what ap- 
peared from time to time to be 
a divided Politburo. His pres- 
ence -couM have been sufficient 
keep Bothers from^ squabbling- 
among themselves for power. 


Until about five years ago 


there were strong signs of divi- 
sion in the Politburo along pro- 
Chinese and pro-Soviet lines. 
Much in the future depends 
upon the progress of Soviet- 
Chinese hostility. 


It is probable that North Viet- 


nam's future rests in the hands 
of four top men—Le Duan, the 
party's first secretary; Truong 
Chinh, chairman of the National 
Assembly; Premier Pham Van 
Dong and Marshal Vo Nguyen 
Glap.

Vietnam aside, the members

sert again today for Dr. James 
Pike, but officials held out.little 
hope that the former Episcopal 
bishop of California was still 
alive. 


Pike, 56, has been missing 


since Monday night, after his 
rented car got stuck about eight 
miles west of the Dead Sea. His 
31-year-old wife left him on a 
hillside and walked all night un- 
til she reached a road workers' 
camp. 


Mrs. Pike told police she and 


her husband were doing re- 
search on a book and decided to 
drive through the desert for a 
few hours to "get the feel of the 
Judean hills." She said the car 
got stuck in rocks and boulders 
about 3 p.m. and they were un- 
able to free it despite trying for 
about two hours. 


Then the couple set out on foot 


•toward the Dead Sea.^ After two • 
hours of walking, 
Pike com- 


plained of leg pains and told his 
wife to go on without him. 


"I suggested that he take a 


nap 
and 
when 
he 
got his 


strength 
to follow me," she 


said. "I left him atop a small 
mountain about six or seven 
miles west of the Dead Sea." 


Two hundred soldiers and 


troops began the search for 
Pike Tuesday on foot and in hel- 
icopters and light planes. First 
they found the car, with Pike's 
wallet and passport in it. Later 
they found a map in a dry river 
bed about a mile east of the car, 
and Mrs. Pike said her husband 
had been carrying it before they 
were separated. 


There were four theories to 


explain Pike's disappearance. 


— That he had taken refuge in 


one of the many caves in the 
area to escape daytime temper- 
atures of more than 100 degrees 
fahrenheit. 


— That he had fallen victim to 


a beast of prey. 


— That he had succumbed to 


the heat and that his body was 
beneath some overhanging cliff. 


— That he had been found by 


Bedouin nomads and taken to 
one of their camps.

and (2) you have enough of a 
reserve, in cash savings or 
the equivalent to see you 
t h r o u g h the worst emer- 
gency you can imagine. 


Once you've reached that 


point, you might well begin 
to think about investments 
in equities that offer the pos- 
sibility of growth, as a hedge 
against the inflation that 
promises to be with us for 
years, well-meaning efforts 
of Washington notwithstand- 
ing. And for, the beginning 
investor this almost neces- 
sarily means mutual funds. 


More and more of the 


brokerage firms just aren't 
interested unless you arrive 
on their; doorstep with sev- 
eral thousand to invest. 
They're caught in a profit 
squeeze, and the little guy 
simply isn't a profitable ac- 


6 count. There are a few nota- 
ble exceptions to this, but 
they're j u s t that—excep- 
tions. 


Quite the contrary with 


the mutual funds. Since the 
money manager here is.run- 
ning one pooled fund—not a 
multitude of individual ac- 
counts—it's the more the 
merrier, so far as their eco- 
nomics of operation are con- 
cerned. And as the mutual 
funds have proliferated in 
number, and grown in size, 
during the past three or four 
years, they've found it feasi- 
ble to lower the price of ad- 
mission. 


Of more than 350 funds on 


which data are given in 
"The 1969 Manual of Mutual 
Funds," by Yale Hirsch, 
337 furnished information 
on m i n i m u m investment. 
Here's how we break down 
the manual's figures: 


Number of 
Minimum 


There are two funds with 


a minimum of $2,500, and 
one each with minimums of 
$5,000, $10,000, $15,000, $25,000 
and ,$50,000. These are either 
for institutional investors, or 
they're so speculative that 
they've raised the jump bar 
high enough to keep the kids 
out, so the amateurs won't 
get hurt. 


These aren't firm figures. 


Some funds, for example, 
state minimums in number 
of shares. And 25 shares 
might fall either in the $0-100 
category, or the $100-200, de- 
pending on fluctuations in 
price of shares. But it gives 
you the picture. 


The picture is muddied 


somewhat by the inclusion 
of "front-end load" plans, 
all of which have low mini- 
mums. This c o l u m n has 
made it clear a number of 
times that we share the view 
of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission: There 
should be legislation banning 
front-end load (contractual) 
plans. 


But, with all that, the fig- 
ures show that you can be- 
come a mutual fund investor 
—and in some of the best- 
performing 
funds—for 
the 
price of one share, which is 
what "no minimum" means. 
That can run from less than 
$5 to more than $25.

Buck was the car's original 
owner and, lucky for me, ho 
cared about Cars. In 1956, 
Mr. Buck's 1948 Nash Am* 
bassador coupe became my 
first automobile. I paid him 
$?5 for it. 


The first car. Most people 


can recall the moment vivid- 
ly because, in this nation on 
wheels, it represents a ma* 
jor turning point, a new free' 
dom, a release from parental 
surveillance. It is, for young 
Americans, the real begin- 
ning of manhood. 


Although this u n g a i n l y 


black beast with the over- 
head valve, six-cylinder en- 
gine was no clunker (Mr. 
Buck cared about cars), it 
still had to become MY car. 
So, as all high school kids 
did back in the dark ages of 
the middle '50s, my first mis- 
sion was a trip to the Man- 
ny, Moe and Jack auto sup- 
ply store in Passaic, N.J., a 
few miles from my home 
town. 


Like the D r i v e -In and 


Gieschen's ice cream store, 
Manny, Moe and Jack was 
a much-frequented place. Al- 
most once a w e e k we'd 
squeal into the parking lot, 
set the brake, and amble 
into the place where chromi- 
um exhaust extensions, side- 
view mirrors, ruby reflec- 
tors, dashboard ornaments 
and wheel rims twinkled and 
gleamed in the fluorescent 
light, beckoning to us like 
the green light on the end of 
Daisy's dock. 


That first day I selected a 


three-inch chrome exhaust 
pipe (which, when attached, 
turned the exhaust note into 
a deep-throated, h o n e y e d 
burble) and a side mirror.

The Nash was a funny- 


l o o k i n g car which, back 
then, kids didn't own. The 
hot kid cars of the period 
were '49, '50 and '51 chopped- 
top Fords and Mercs, or per- 
haps an orange-and-wnite 
Pontiac Catalina hardtop or 
a '50 Chevy. A Nash was no- 
where. 


My black Ambassador was 


a coop (other people, adults, 
called it a coo-pey) and the 
Nash people, for some rea- 


line six was a huge engine 
with more torque than any- 
one ever expected. It also 
had an overdrive gizmo and 
a foot-operated radio selec- 
tor. 


One summer evening, not 


too long after the Nash was 
mine, it had its first real 
test. My friend Nick had this 
mean '51 Ford which he had 
lowered about three inches — 
so low that the rubber mud 
flaps scraped the road when 
Nick popped the clutch and 
laid rubber. 


Well, Nick and I were 


cruising down Hackensack 
Street that night, checking 
out the chicks. We crash- 
braked at the light and Nick 
was racing the Ford's engine 
and giving me the sign. I 
nodded and we waited for 
the light to blink green. 


The tach (if I had a tach) 


was probably inching into 
the danger groove at 4,000 
r.p.m. as I popped the clutch 
and rammed the accelerator 
into the floorboards. The 
Nash shuddered, and tires 
screamed in unaccustomed 
pain and we roared away. I 
shifted into second, the speed 
was building. And third. At 
the end of the block Nick's 
b i g - d e a 1 Ford was four 
inches off my pace. 


The ordeal was over and 


Nick and my other Ford and 
Merc-driving friends w e r e 
impressed. The Nash had 
done well and now was re- 
garded with that kind of re- 
spect any kid dreams for his 
car and, certainly, for him- 
self. 


I used to drive the Nash to 


school a l m o s t every day 
which, I suppose, was silly 
since we lived little more 
than a block away. But when 
you own wheels, as any kid 
knows, you make sure every- 
body is aware. 


The second summer I took 


the Nash up to the North 
Jersey woods, where I was a 
camp counselor. We used to 
drive over the New York 
state border where 18-year- 
olds could pick up legal beer. 


In the fall. 1 was going to 


college where f r e s h m e n 
weren't a l l o w e d automo- 
biles. so I guess 1 didn't care 
too much about the Nash 
any more. A n y b o d y who 
wanted to borrow it could 
have it. 


Due evening in late sum- 


mer, 1 gave the keys to a 
friend who wanted to run 
across the state line for a 
brew. The ne*( morning I 
saw him at breakfast and be 
Cold me, unhappily, (bat the 
car was sitting at the bottom 
of the biJJ.

But Space Is Man's Domain

WASHINGTON - ( N R A ) — 


Recently space officials an- 
nounced that any flight to 
the planet Mars would take 
two years and might pos- 
sibly include Women. 


"I can sec women going 


to the moon," one cynic re- 
acted. "That's only a couple 
of weeks. But two years of it 


—with some dame looking 
over your shoulder, telling 
you to watch out for the me- 
teorites—never!" 


So far, outer space has 


been for men only. There 
has never been an American 
woman astronaut. Females 
have applied for positions in 
each of the six astronaut 
selections, but 
none have 


even come close. 


One turn-down wrote a let- 


ter to a space authority in 
1966, 
saying: "I don't like 


being a sore loser, but in 
this case 1 n e v e r had a 
chance. I b e l i e v e I was 
turned down because of my 
sex. 
I can't prove it, but I 


think it's so." 


Space officials differ. They 


say astronaut selection, like 
a n y 
government-sponsored 


undertaking, is color blind, 
sexless and nondiscrimina- 
tory. 


Says one authority, Col. 


John Prodan: 


"It has always been a 


q u e s t i o n of choosing the 
best-qualified 
individuals. 


Nothing more than that. And 
in this s i t u a t i o n , women 
had to have at least a thou- 
sand hours of jet flying time 
in their record—no woman 
has ever 
had 
this much 


time. And, in the case of 
scientist-a s t r o n a u t s , the 
women applicants have sim- 
ply not measured up to the 
s t a n d a r d s of those men 
chosen." 


Colonel 
Prpdan, who is 


with the National Aeronau- 
tic Space 
Administration's 


Flight Crew Division, adds, 
however, that female astro- 
nauts are possible: 


"The R u s s i a n s have al- 


"My guess is that the first 


women in space will be sci- 
entists. Some day we'll have 
manned laboratories orbit- 
ing the earth and sitting on 
the 
moon—and then we'll 


need women. I suppose it 
may 
be kind of like this 


television p r o g r a m , 
Star 


Trek. Men will be aboard to 
face the physical and men- 
tal rigors. And women will 
be along to take care of de- 
tails."

ready had one up there. The 
only thing that stops them 
now in our program is their 
background.

But if one comes 
along who has acquired the 
proper b a c k g r o u n d and 
qualifies o t h e r w i s e , she 
could conceivably make it." 


Many p e o p l e connected 


with NASA agree. Especially 
women. And most especially 
NASA consultant Jacqueline 
Cochran. 


Jackie Cochran is perhaps 


the most f a m o u s woman 
flier since Amelia Earhart. 
During the S e c o n d World 
War, 
she directed the more 


than 11,000 women who flew 
(mostly ferry ships) for the 
U.S. 
military. And she still 


holds more than 100 air rec- 
ords.

Her view of women astro- 


nauts: 


"Piloting a space ship is 


no big barrier. There isn't 
one of us (experienced wom- 
en pilots) who couldn't han- 
dle space craft. And, physi- 
cally, there's 
no problem 


either. Women can taKe any- 
thing men can." 


In the early days of Amer- 


ica's space exploration, Miss 
Cochran (her married name 
is Mrs. Floyd Odium) con- 
tributed $20,000 of her own 
money to finance a clinical 
Study of just how females 
might fare in outer space. 
Twelve women were tested, 
along with 12 men. The dif- 
ferences were negligible. 


"We so testified before 


congressional h e a r i n g s in 
1962," Miss Cochran says. 
"They were conducting in- 
quiries into a number of 
space aspects, and we testi- 
fied our opinion that, physi- 
cally, women would make 
fine astronauts.." 


With if all, h o w e v e r , 


Jackie Cochran says she has 
n e v e r recommended t h a t 
NASA hire women for space. 
In fact, to the contrary: 


"Look, from a very practi- 


cal 
standpoint, our space 


program is still in too early 
a stage to take on women as- 
tronauts. The whole thing 
boils down to dollars and ex- 
pediency. Say you do have a 
woman in the p r o g r a m , 
spend all the money to train 
her, and then she gets preg- 
nant. What then?" 


Yet, Miss Cochran admits, 


women astronauts can't be 
counted out. They may not 
become space pilots in the 
near future but it's probable 
they will serve in other ca- 
pacities. 


NASA's C o l o n e l Prodan 


puts it this way: 


the list of basic tools, the 
level is an important item to 
have around the house. Even 
though you don't plan to 
tackle any major carpentry, 
you will find that it is one of 
the most useful tools you 
own.

refrigerator, or the motor 
is making a chugging noise. 
It looks O.K., but check it 
and you fill find that level is 
what it isn't. Most refrig- 
erators have 
a d j u s t i n g 


screws or you can wedge it 
on the low side. 


The point is that your eye 


is no judge. Few floors and 
ceilings are absolutely hori- 
zontal and few walls are per- 
fectly vertical. Most of this 
is hidden with decoration and 
makes little real difference. 


But let's say yoiTlTe^ut-*"^ 
ting up a 
shelf. 
Simple 
have it straight and level. 


tance up the wall from the 
floor (or measure from the 
ceiling if that is easier) and 
you figure they are bound to 
be right. But they won't be 
because the floor or ceiling 
will not be perfectly level 
and neither will your shelf. 


Shelves, wall c a b i n e t s , 


floor cabinets, 
even 
wall- 


paper with a vertical strip 
will all end up wrong unless 
you d i s c o v e r the sloping 
walls and floors before you 
finish the project. 


The refrigerator is not the 


only appliance t h a t may 
need leveling. If your wife's 
cakes all come out of uneven 
thickness, put a level across 
the oven and then slip a 
couple of wedges under it 
until you get it where it 
belongs. 


Washing 
machines 
will 


run better if made level. Any 
motor-driven appliance will 
s u f f e r from being out of 
level, since the motor will 
have to work harder. 


If doors don't open and 


close properly, check the 
level of the frame. Shrinkage 
and expansion 
may 
have 


pulled it out of level. 
But 


before you do any sanding or 
planing, see if a piece of 
cardboard u n d e r a hinge 
may not solve the problem. 


If you are doing a little 


brick work outside or putting 
.up a fence, you will have to 
get acquainted with a line 
level.
